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Hot Line Link Set 
Between 2 ti oreas 


SEOUL (AP) — South and 
North Korea opened a hot line 
between their capitals Tuesday 
in a move for reconciliation be­ 
tween two governments that 
have been sworn enemies for 
the past quarter-century. North 
Korea called for the withdrawal 
of U.S. forces from the South. 
The direct phone link be­ 
tween Seoul, South Korea’s cap­ 
ital, and Pyongyang, the capi­ 
tal of North Korea, was the out­ 
come of a recent round of se­ 
cret high-level negotiations. 
Simultaneous announcements 
In both cities said the accord 
provides for a joint political 
committee to open exchanges 
in many fields and to promote 
unification of North and South 
through peaceful means without 
outside interference. The two 
governments also agreed to re­ 
frain from armed provications 
and from slandering or defam­ 
ing each other. 
The two sides agreed to In­ 
stall the hot line ‘‘in order to 


prevent the outbreak of unex­ 
pected military incidents and to 
deal directly, promptly and ac­ 
curately with problems” aris­ 
ing 'between them, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
T he a g r e e m e n t s were 
reached at meetings in Pyong­ 
yang May 2-5 and Seoul May 
29-June 1. 
The governments’ top lead­ 
ers, President Chung Hee Park 
of .South Korea and North Ko­ 
rean premier and 'Communist 
party chief Kim Il-sung, took 
part.U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim announced in Geneva 
that he acted as a go-between. 
Waldheim said he made contact 
with North Korean representa­ 
tives during a visit to Vienna 
last March. 
“They informed me of their 
position and mentioned a num­ 
ber of suggestions,” he said. “I 
informed the South Korean gov­ 
ernment.” 
The 
top-rung 
negotiations 
were the first such contact re­ 


ported between the two govern­ 
ments since the 1950-53 Korean 
War that took two million lives, 
including 
33', 629 
Americans 
killed in action and 29,617 
Americans who died of other 
causes The conflict ended in 
an armistice July 28, 1953, and 
the two Koreas still are official­ 
ly at war, with even mail ex­ 
change severed. 
A Japanese colony from 1910 
through World War I, Korea 
was divided into U.S. and So­ 
viet occupation zones after the 
defeat of Japan. The zones be­ 
came separate republics in 
1948.The first friendly contact be­ 
tween the nations began last 
September when Red Cross of­ 
ficials of North and South 
Korea opened talks to arrange 
communications between di­ 
vided families, involving an es­ 
timated 10 million persons. The 
governments agreed to cooper­ 
ate in bringing the talks to suc­ 
cessful conclusion.

(AP)—President Nixon invited 
the world in a holiday broad­ 
cast Tuesday to come to Amer­ 
ica during its bicentenial era 
and “share our dreams of a 
brighter future.” 
In the nationwide radio ad­ 
dress from the Western White 
House, Nixon spoke of plans for 
the nation’s 200th birthday cele­ 
bration in 1976 and said Ameri­ 
cans should use the occasion 
to “prove once again that the 
spirit of ’76 is a. spirit of open­ 
ness, of brotherhood and of 
peace.” 
The President 
specifically 
suggested that business and in­ 
dustry attempt to cut the costs 
of travel, lodging and meals, 
and that air carriers and ship­ 
ping lines explore ways of of- 
f e r i n g inexpensive trans­ 
portation.. 
“Let us 'be known throughout 
the world as the ‘Land of the 
Open Door,’ ” the chief execu­ 
tive said. He voiced hopes that 
“millions upon millions of vis­ 
itors” from around the world 
would respond to his invitation 
to come to the United States 
during the bicentennial era... 
Nixon said one ’'"‘compelling

Pottstown 
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A New Broom 


“A new broom ¡sweeps clean’* might 
be applied to the local Post Office. 
For years, Pottstonians have been 
complaining about the decline of service 
in the local post office. Deliveries were 
late. Local mail, instead of being proc­ 
essed in Pottstown. were sent to a con­ 
fused system in King of Prussia, proc­ 
essed and then sent back to Pottstown. 
Box collections were spotty and de­ 
clining. 
The efficient picture that people once 
had of the postal service was clouded by 
poor service. 
Statements, too, were somewhat con­ 
fusing. The decline in service was sup­ 
posed to provide better service, according 
to some postal officials. How this could 
be accomplished could never be explained. 
Last week. Anthony lezzi assumed 
command of the local post office as of­ 
ficer in charge. 
Within days, he ordered better local 
service. 
No longer will local mail be sent to 
King of Prussia if it is deposited in 
boxes marked for local mail. 
High street will have additional boxes 
and thev will be marked for local de­ 


liveries. 
In addition, more mail pickups will be 
made. This is refreshing. Previously a 
letter mailed during the weekend at many 
boxes wouldn’t be picked up until Monday 
afternoon. 
Additional services are being provided 
at the post office, too. A letter mailed be­ 
fore 5 p.m. will be processed the same 
day. If it is for out of town delivery, it 
will leave Pottstown that night, not the 
next day. 
Another "plus” will be a full service 
window at the local post office. 
Customers can now attend to all their 
postal needs at one window whether it be 
buying stam ps, money orders or other 
services. 
Previously customers had to go from 
window to window for each service. 
Evidently Mr. Iezzi is a "take eorn- 
m and" person. He is a professional postal 
worker; one who came up through the 
ranks. 
He doesn't have to sit on his hands 
preparing for the job because it is obvious 
that he knows the job. 
One improvement in postal service 
would have been welcome. 


Empty Space Tycoon 


No one can deny the ingenuity de­ 
monstrated by a London real estate devel­ 
oper who has made millions on empty 
buildings, but the contribution he has 
made to his community stands apart. 
Working on the principle of rising 
real estate values in a space-scarce city 
and a tax structure which is half-rate on 
empty buildings, the developer has built 
a number of empty office buildings and 
deliberately kept them empty. 
On the largest one, a 33-story struc­ 
ture. estimates are that he could sell it 


for four times what it cost to build eight 
years ago — a profit on that building alone 
of some $40 million, though not a single 
tenant has ever moved in. 
The "em pty block” empire may soon 
come to an end. The British government 
is in the process of requiring double tax­ 
ation or forced rentals on such buildings 
in order to discourage the practice. One 
loophole already has been found. 
That contractor could tear down his 
buildings and rebuild them on the same 
sites. By the tim e they were finished, they 
would command still higher prices. 


Any Day 


The summer tourist season has been 
getting under way in a tentative sort of 
way, but it has not been officially opened, 
though the event is expected to be pro­ 
claimed at any moment. The summer 
tourist season does not blossom into full 
flower by the calender, nor by official 
ukase, however. 
Perhaps no other season or event is 
ushered in in a. manner so unique. Fall's 
advent is heralded on the gridiron, win­ 
ter’s by the aproach of Christmas. Spring 
is known to be just around the corner if 
the first summer flower makes a ten­ 


tative appearance. 
But the sum m er tourist season is a 
weak imitation of its ultimate form until 
its arrival is officially embazoned on the 
front pages of the newspapers. The item 
can be from anywhere between the two 
coasts and the Canadian border and the 
Gulf. 
The news is never-changing, but the 
names are always different. A man drives 
off from a gasoline station, to discover 50 
or 100 miles down the road that his wife 
is still back at the roadside facility. 


Target: Foundations 


New restrictions on tax-exempt foun­ 
dations arc proposed periodically by can­ 
didates and congressmen. Not much ever 
comes of them. 
There is ample ground for suspecting 
that many foundations were created prin­ 
cipally to avoid confiscatory taxes. Only 
18 wrere organized before 1900 and rela­ 
tively fewr before 1940. 
More than 90 percent of all existing

foundations were established since 1940 — 
about the tim e federal income taxes be­ 
gan to rise steeply. 
Foundation reform, however, presents 
a delicate problem for Congress. Useful­ 
ness of foundations whose value to society 
has been demonstrated must not be des­ 
troyed. Some have made important con­ 
tributions to public health, medical and 
other scientific research.

All Around the Town 
Governor Hartranft 
Visits Boyertown

One thousand especially printed Valley Forge 
Centennial tickets were sent to Pottstown by the 
railroad printing office for sale at the local 
ticket window. Of these, 596 were sold, a total 
which does not include railroad employes or the 
40 vocalists who were carried without fee. Neither 
does this figure include the scores of persons 
who drove to the jubilee in their own carriages. 
Many of those ancient souvenir pasteboards 
left over would sell even today at the ticket win­ 
dow of a railroad not really wanting to carry 
passengers — simply as curios! 
Gov. John F. H artranft. meanwhile, had left 
the scene of the Centennial Jubilee late that after­ 
noon of,Ju n e 19. 1878. Catching the Pottstown 
accommodation train, he occupied a chair in the 
baggage car along with Col. Chester N. F arr, 
his private secretary; Col. George W. Grant of 
his staff; M. S. Longaker, burgess H. G. Kulp 
and a Ledger reporter. 
The newsoaperman noted' “the Governor was 
in an unusually communicative mood and expres­ 
sed himself as highly gratified with the successful 
m anner in which everything came off at Valley 
Force.” 
What a shame the reporter did not scribble 
down a few words of what the governor said as 
a direct quote. Had he en.joyed the beer, which 
had been served directly from the kegs? 
Reaching Pottstown, the governor remained 
on the cars, while the others of his party stepped 
down. And now, this baggage coach was coupled 
to the Colebrookdale cars and taken to Boyer­ 
town over our favorite railroad. He remained at 
Boyertown overnight, no doubt at 
the 
Union 
House, and in the morning, accompanied by 
Edward Wells of Wilkes-Barre, was driven to 
New Hanover where these two spent much of the 
day in the cem etery and in examining church 
records in search of history and genealogy. 
Wells, it was pointed out in that day’s press, 
was a distant relative of the governor’s and w»as 
preparing to publish a book based on the Hollen 
bach family of Swamp. 
This column was happy to present (March 24, 
1970) a digest of Wells" findings pertaining to the 
“doings" along Swamp Pike. We note now from 
the pages of the Ledger of that Valley Forge 
Centennial year that S. M. Snyder of New Han­ 
over Township, "while passing through the thick­ 
ly populated burial grounds of the Lutheran 
Church of Falckner’s Swamp, discovered several 
old tombstones. 
“One of these was dated 1700, another 1716, and 
a third 1731.” The middle date is that year dur­ 
ing which Thomas Rutter came into our area 
to live among the Lenapes and build his first 
ironwork. The 1700 date is extremely early and 
goes a long way toward proving the Swamp region 
to have been settled along with the earliest re­ 
gions in the Pottstown area. Whose remains had 
been interred beneath these ancient m arkers 
Mr. Snyder was not able to make a surmise "as 
the lettering is much worn and defaced bv 
time. . 
The inn at Boyertown at which the governor 
no doubt rested had, of course, been built much 
earlier than the 1878 visit. Local tradition which 
does appear quite reliable speaks of a log stage 
stand and inn of sorts upon this corner from earl­ 
iest times. 
The Indians used to lie about the spring on 
what are now Frecon’s hills awaiting stagetime, 
at which point they would hurry along the Iron­ 
stone to catch a glimpse at the cramped physical 
discomfiture of passengers alighting from the 
newly-arrived conveyance at the crossroad. 
A dispatch from our good friend, William H. 
Reifsnyder, Jr., (the real, venerable historian of 
Boyertown) gives us in unpublished m anuscript 
several of the vital facts he has gathered on this 
property throughout a lifetim e’s interest. 
"An early deed record in the Office of the 
Recorder of Deeds in the Court House at Reading 
indicates that this property — comprising a larg­ 
er area of land than at present — was owned on 
May 27, 1801 by Ludwig Norman and is at that 
time described as a T avern Stand.’ 
“Whether the present 4 storv portion of the 
property was in existance at that time is un­ 
known, as no date stone or other record of the 
erection of the building is known. It is almost 
certain that the 2 story rear portion of the pro­ 
perty, of brick construction, was erected at a later 
date. Mr. Norman sold the property, consisting 
of six acres and 45 perches, to Michael K. Bover. 
who in turn sold it to Joseph Eshbach on March 
3. 1829. and on Feb 23. 1832 the property was 
again sold to Abraham Eshbach.” 
The column has done various stories of fires 
approaching both the hotel and its carriage sheds, 
and it probably survives today in good m easure 
because of the aid given by the town’s young and 
their mothers, who so unstintingly offered of their 
strength to the various bucket brigades during 
times when the towm’s fire department — as 
well as its w ater supply — were not so dependable 
as in later years. 
“Title to the property passed through various 
persons,” wrote Mr. Reifsnyder, "among them 
Christian Schooner, George Ritter of Plymouth 
township, on March 31, 1841; three years later 
to Christian Schooner E state, and on April 24, 
1854 from George Mull to William Bender who 
in turn sold the premises on April 4, 1862 to 
Daniel B. Boyer, the grandfather of the present 
Daniel B. Boyer. The Boyer family owned the 
property for over 80 years.” 
Although this corner is chiefly spoken of as 
a "Tavern stand,” the store of Daniel B. Boyer 
“occupied a portion of the premises until about 
1870. when Mr. Boyer moved his store across 
the street to his newly-opened three-story brick 
building (see The Mercury, Dec. 15, 1971. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
banking 
house of 
Mory, 
Bover and Co., predecessor of the present Nation­ 
al Rank of Boyertown. occupied the portion form­ 
erly used hv the store until the hank erected a 
hank building at 31 N. Reading Ave. which was 
demolished in rerent years, and is now used for 
parking by the bank’s employes.”

Dear Mary Haworth: 


Much 
is said

Compromise 


HARRISBURG, 
Pa.

The House and Senate were 
s c h e d u l e d 
to 
reconvene 
today with hopes of voting on 
a compromise state budget for 
the new fiscal year. 
But the compromise is not 
ready. 
A six-man conference com­ 
mittee, including three lawmak­ 
ers from each chamber, was 
appointed last Saturday to work 
out

budget 
proposal 
that 
would pass both houses. 
Even though Commonwealth 
operations have been unfunded 
since 
midnight 
Friday, 
the 
committee has yet to meat. Its 
first session was to take place 
Wednesday 
morning, 
shortly 
before 
the 
legislature 
recon­ 
venes. 
The 
committee's 
formation 
f o l l o w e d an overwhelming 
House vote of 135-50 against a 
$3.185 billion general appropria­ 
tions bill that Democrats had 
pushed through the Senate. 
CUTS RESTORED 
The Senate, over unanimous 
Republican objections, had re­ 
stored most of $150 million in 
budget cuts that were voted 
through the week before by a 
House 
coalition 
of 
upstate 
Democrats and Republicans. 
The 
legislature’s failure 
to 
enact a budget has already de­ 
layed welfare pay mente, made 
creditors of those doing busi­ 
ness with the Commonwealth, 
and forced most state employes 
to work for free.

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Owners of three shops on 
North 
York Street still 
are 
smarting from the blow struck 
by the raging flood waters, but 
business is 
almost 
back 
to 
normal. 
C & T Sandwich Shop, 203 
N. York St., had an estimated 
$10,000 worth of damage to 
stock and equipment, according 
to Carl Sciscio, owner. 
The water rose to' 3%. feet 
above floor level, despite the 
reassurances of his landlord 
that since water had 
never 
seeped into the cellar, there was 
no danger. 
That promise was made just 
a few hours prior to the inun­ 
dation but the wrath of the 
waters paid no attention to the 
word of the landlord who owned 
the property the past 37 years. 
OIL SLICK 
The water in the adjacent 
low-lying Beech and York Street 
intersection rose to a height of 
8 feet and resembled an oil 
slick. 
Oil burner tanks from another 
building were ripped from their 
moorings by the Mana tawny 
flood waters and upset. The fuel 
drained out and spread on the 
surface of the water. 
The 
resulting 
oil 
slick, 
covering 
shrubs, 
lawns 
and 
building foundations, resembled 
the thick coating of sludge along 
the Schuylkill River. 
C 
& 
T 
Sandwich 
Shop, 
however, did not contribute to 
the oil problem since Sciscio 
recently changed over to gas 
heat 
and 
the 
heaters 
were 
suspended from the ceiling. 
But electric motors used for 
cooling and food preparation, 
did not fare as well. 
Levengood’s 
Confectionery, 
Beech and York, 2 feet of water 
damaged a good deal of mer­ 
chandise. 
Since 
the 
electricity 
was 
turned off, the coolers stopped' 
functioning and additional food 
was ruined, according to Donald 
H. Levengood, owner. 
Yohn’s Grocery, York 
and 
C h e s t n u t streets, escaped 
serious 
damage, 
since 
the 
higher elevation kept the flood 
from reaching the floor. 
However in the basement two 
large storage freezers, 
were 
lifted up and knocked over by 
the flood causing $500 damage, 
according to Jay Yohn, owner. 
Even the basement damage 
may have been avoided, he 
said, 
if 
the 
sewers 
hadn’t 
backed up. 
Regular hours were resumed 
three days after the flood.

Flood Depletes Stock 
Of High Street Firms 


Flood waters destroyed most 
of the stock at Overboltzer’s 
Radio and TV Service, 34 High 
St., and Haag Brothers beer 
distributors, 
33 
High 
Street 
rear. 
Overholtzer’s had 8'^ feet of 
water in its showroom 
and 
service department, just 
VA 
feet below the 10-foot ceilings. 
The flood waters rushed in 
with such force that two of the 
four store-front windows, made 
of large plate glass, gave way 
and still are boarded up. When 
the 
glass 
shattered, 
mer­ 
chandise started, to float away. 
Harry W. Overholtzer, owner, 
said when the flood warning 
was given, as much stock as 
possible was taken, from the 
basement and set as high on 
the main floor as possible. 
But no one knew or expected 
the waters would reach such 
unprecedented levels and as a 
result the entire $150.000 in­ 
ventory 
was 
inundated, 
ac­

store hours will not 'be observed, 
until

Overholtzer said. 
The service department Is not 
open and won’t be until test 
equipment is thoroughly dried 
out and can be used to check 
the merchandise to be offered 
for sale.

Minibikes are becoming more 
than a mini-problem in New 
Hanover Township. 
“They’re running me crazy,” 
complained 
township 
Police 
Chief Lloyd Kline, “ The bikes 
are not to be ridden on the 
road arid cannot be run on 
private property 
without 
the 
owner’s 
permission 
and 
I’m 
constantly getting complaints.’’ 
As a result, Kline said, he’s 
not giving any more warnings 
to youths 
caught riding 
the 
vehicles illegally. 
"From now on the youths will 
be cited to the full extent of 
the law and if fines are not 
paid, the cases will be turned 
over to juvenile authorities.”

All tires have three basic 
parts — the inner cushion of 
air, surrounded by a lining of 
rubberized fabric or fibre plies 
made of nylon, rayon, fibreglass 
or steel, all covered with a 
rubber' jacket that makes up the 
tread and sidewall. 
The major difference between 
radial and other tires appears 
in the way the reinforced fabric 
lining, which gives the tire its 
strength, is made. 


TUBE OF AIR 
On ordinary tires these fibers 
are wound around the tube of 
air on the “bias,” like a snake 
wound along the branch of a 
tree. 
But on radial tires the plies 
are lined up at right angles to 
the equator of the tire. (Picture 
covered with rings. If you touch 
your thumb and finger together 
to make a circle like a tire, 
the

The broadcast said at the
